BILLS TO DESTROY THE BOOK TRADE. 


THE bill ‘‘to provide for the purchase of | 
books for the use of common schools,” recently | 


defeated in Ohio, was rightly termed ina circular

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the publishers and the schools, and is hardest 
on the retailers, who will find difficulty in ob- 
taining a sufficient advance on these “ trade-list 
prices,” which admit of but slight further dis- 
count to the trade, to enable them to keep the 
usual supply of school-books in stock. These 
prices indeed are likely to become virtually the 
retail prices, as they are generally made public 
to all interested as the prices “ at our store,” or 
at which books will be sent, with an added 
charge for postage which will not prevent the 
list prices being the guoted prices. The supple- 
ment of Harper's Weekly for May 12th, for in- 
stance, gives two full pages to the “ reduced 
prices” of the Harper stock, and at the other 
houses the ‘‘trade list” is the only list made. 
The practical effect on the retail trade seems 
likely to be that they must fill orders at the 
“trade-list” rate, adding a reasonable percent- 
age on such single copies sold as they may be 
justified in keeping in stock. In answer to 
numerous inquiries, from publishers and deal- 
ers, as to the shape our Educational Catalogue 
will assume under present circumstances, we 
desire to state that we see no other possible 
plan than to give these “‘ trade-list prices,” with 
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The only thing to be done is to press forward 
preparations, in the trust that Congress will 
take the necessary steps in the fall. Now that 
the $1,500,000 loan has been refunded by the 
Centennial authorities, it is probable that there 
will be a government appropriation, and that a 
government vessel will transport goods free. 
We are glad to note that the authorities of the 
Permanent Exhibition are moving in the mat- 
ter, and they will receive applications for space 
at Paris, with a view to Congressional action. 
The cost will be nominal, as their interest is 
simply in bringing forward the importance of 
their own work. We are glad, also, to note 
that Mr. John R. Elliott, formerly of the Clax- 
ton house, is moving actively for a representa- 
tion of the American book trade by a collective 
display, which would cost little to individual 
exhibitors, and we commend his efforts to the 
attention of the trade. 


THE PERMANENT EXHIBITION. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 8, 1877. 
By the time this letter is published the Inter- 
national Exhibition of 1877 will bein full opera- 
tion. Of the numerous displays made therein, 


a prefatory note explaining the propriety of a/ none will attract more attention or elicit more ad- 


reasonable percentage additional to the retailer 
tor handling and forwarding. The Educational 
Catalogue has been found so valuable to the 
trade and to schools that its continuance is 
recognized as a necessity, and it will be still 
more needful if the retail trade must confine 
itself chiefly to filling catalogue orders. But 
we recognize that we are in the same difficulty 
as the retail trade, with no satisfactory basis on 
which to name prices or from which to pay for 
the labor involved. 


THe Permanent Exhibition at Philadelphia 
is now open, but unfortunately the book trade 
is represented, with a few exceptions, only by 
Philadelphia publishers. The rest of the trade, 
we presume, saw no money in it, and their pa- 
triotism had been nearly exhausted by the re- 
sults of the Centennial itself. If the Permanent 
Exhibition proves a success, we trust the book 
display may be made more general. As to the 
Paris Exposition, no government aid toward an 
American representation can now be expected 
until the extra session in October. This is the 
chief reason for dissatisfaction at the postpone- 
ment of the session, which is otherwise ex- 
tremely satisfactory to business men. The 
French authorities decline utterly to receive 
any applications for space or to transact any 
business with foreign applicants except 
through governmental representatives, so that 
there is practically a deadlock as to America. 





miration than the excellent display made by the 
book trade. It is creditable to the Exhibition 
and creditable to the ones who make it. The 
space the department now occupies is nearly 
triple that of the former exhibition. It faces 
the main nave, and has large avenues on all 
sides, which gives the greatest opportunity for 
display ; perhaps the mere mention of the fact 
that it occupies most of the space formerly 
given to Great Britain will suffice for the de- 
scription of locality to many of our readers. 
Most of the exhibitors have seized the oppor- 
tunity afforded them by the possession of plenty 
of space, to spread themselves over as much of 
itas possible. This affords great advantage, 
for it is now possible to viewan exhibit from all 
sides. The exhibits are placed in regular rows, 
running from east to west. There being no 
second story as of old, no going up stairs, it 
follows that all are placed on an equal footing. 
That portion which formed the second story of 
the former structure makes an extremely pretty 
and striking display, on account of their oddity 
and diversity, there being nothing like them 
throughout the whole exhibition. The hand- 
some cases that were on the first floor are 
hardly recognizable, so much were they hidden 
and cramped, and so much of their beauty lost. 
But now they show to their full advantage, es- 
pecially the handsome showcases of E. Steiger, 
Porter & Coates, Harding, Holman, American 
Sunday-School Union, Presbyterian Board, etc. 
The most noticeable are those of Messrs. J. B. 
Lippincott & Co. and Gebbie & Barrie. The 


former is too well known to need more than 
mere mention ; the last-named firm is in pos- 
session of Mr. Punch’s house, that was so prom- 
inent a feature at the Centennial. 

Most of the exhibitors are confined to Phil- 
adelphia publishers, which is much to be re- 
gretted. Not but that they are able to make an 
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excellent display, but because the exhibit would 
have been much more satisfactory. Of all the 
trades exhibiting, this is about the only one 
confined solely to those who reside in this city. 
They come from all parts of the Union—indeed, 
of the world. 

On visiting the old locality, at the extreme 
eastern eud of the building, to look upon the 
spot where once stood the greatest feature of 
the Centennial (?), we could with the greatest 
difficulty repress our emotions while gazing 
upon all that was left of it. All that two-story 
property situate, etc., etc., that belonged to the 
book trade at large, and which cost so much 
anxiety and worriment of mind to devise, has a 
wofully desolate appearance—a mere wreck of 
its former glory. But two familiar signs are 
now to be seen beside the frame-work, the 
monogram A. B. T. A. and the _ ice-cooler. 
What a mission that same cooler has fulfilled ! 
This noble edifice has now passed into other 
hands, cooler and all. The Exhibition Com- 
pany have purchased it, and it would seem that 
they have not as yet devised a plan for its use. 

The book exhibit is, and will be, taken good 
care of, it being under the charge and watchful 
eye of the genial Mr. Farley, who so well per- 
formed the same duties at the Centennial. ‘
